SLIGHT SCARE PREVAILS. 
THE STITCHES ARE OPENED. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} | 


MILBURN HOUSE, Sept. 10.—Late 
tonight there was a slight scare at the 
Milburn residence, caused by the pro- 
tracted visit of the consulting physi- 
cians, who remained almost two hours, 
and this was increased by the an- 
nouncement in the official bulletin is- 
sued just before midnight, that a light 
irritation in the wound, discovered only 
tonight, had necessiteted the opening 
of a few stitches of the wound. 

As stated in the bulletin, which all 
the doctors signed, this irritation was 
attributed to the fact that a small por- 
tion of the President's coat had been 
carried into the body by the ballet, and 
although this foreign substance was 
removed, a slight disturbance devel- 
oped, which made it necessary to open 
the wound. The doctors seek to allay 
all apprehension by the positive state- 
ment that this incident cannot give 
rise to other complications, and their 
frankness in giving the news to. the 
public leaves no reason to question 
their good faith. 

The further fact communicated in the 
bulletin, that the President is now well 
enough to begin taking nourishment 
in the mouth in the form ot pure beef 
juice, was, of course, gratifying, but to 
the laymen, the mere mention of a com 
plication, however slight it might be, 
naturally created alarm. But the most 
positive assurances were given that the 
only effect might be to delay slightly 
the healing of the wound. 

It was not in any way the result even 
of a stiggestion of blood poisoning. The 
physicians declared over their own sig- 
natures that it could not result in 
complications. The opening of the 
wound was in no sense an operation. 
Several of the stitehes were simply 
taken out, and after a thorough wash- 
ing of the tissue the wound was again 
sewed up. Considerable delay was 
caused by the fact that a certain dress-

“A DIRTY TRICK.” 

Referring to the attempt on the life 
of the President, Miss Goldman said: 

“It is a dirty trick to charge in the 
newspaper reports that it was the re- 
eult of an anarchist plot. Mark Hanna 
has been the ruler of this country, not 
McKinley. McKinley has been the 
most insignificant ruler that this coun- 
try has ever had. He has neither wit 
nor intelligence, but has been a tool in 
the hands of Mark Hanna. Other Pres- 
idents have had a heart or something, 
but this poor fellow—Gor forgive him, 
since he knows nothing—is a tool in 
the hands of the wealthy. and it seems 
very remarkable for Mark Hanna to 
say that he was notified of a plot for 
his assassination. I think McKinley too 
insignificant for such a thing.” 

“What man in the United States is 
of sufficient prominence to warrant 
such a plot?” she was asked. 

“I am not in a position to say,” re- 

lied Miss Goldman, “who ought to be 

lled. The monopolists and the 
wealthy of this country are responsible 
for the existence of a Czolgoses. If im- 
perialism would not grow in this coun- 
try: if the liberties of the people were 
not trampled under foot, there would 
have been no violence.” 

Referring to the would-be assassin, 
Mies Goldman said: “I feel that the 
man is one of those unfortunates who 
have been driven by despair and mis- 
ery to commit the deed. I feel deeply 
with him as an individual, and I would 
feel with anybody who suffers. If I 
had means I would help him as much 
as I could: I would see that he had 
counrel and that justice was done him.” 

Although the whole world waited 
eagerly Friday afternoon for the bulle- 
ting from the President's bedside, Miss 
Goldman did not care enough about the 
report that he had been shot, which 
she heard newsboys shouting, to buy a 
paper. It was Saturday noon before 
her interest was sufficiently aroused to 
cause her to buy a newspaper contain- 
ing the story. She. was more inter- 
ested in the arrest of the Chicago an- 
archists than in the President's condi- 
tion. 

When asked why she did not appear 
before the police when she learned that 
she was wanted, Miss Goldman said: 

“For reasons of my own 1 did not 
make myself known. I like to fool the 
police when I can. The very fact that 
1 came to Chicago shows that I had no 
intention of hiding myself. If I had 
wanted, I would have been able to go 
from St. Louis right across to Canada, 
and then they would have looked for 
me a long time. I came here espe- 
cially to be on the spot when I saw 
the necessity of announcing myself to 
the police, and also to be able to help 
Mr. Isaak and bes family, they being 
among the anarchiste arrested. If the 
police were able to connect me with 
the attack on the President, I was 
ready to give myself up. When I ar- 
rived in Chicago, I went to a hotel 
and registered under an assumed name. 
Later I went to the home of C. P. 
Norris, whom I have known in a busi- 
news way for about a year.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—{ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Atty.-Gen. Knox has 
returned to Washington to prepare for 
the prosecution of anarchists who are 
to be arrested on suspicion of com- 
plicity in the plot to assassinate the 
President. They are to be prosecuted 
under the law which makes it a crime 
to conspire to deprive any citizen of a 
constitutional right.

Taxes for the coming year promise 
to be pretty stiff, as far as the county 
rate is concerned. This matter of the 
‘annual levy the Board of Supervisers 
has been considering much of late, and, 
from rpesent conditions, it looks as if 
the rate would be about $1.40, with an 
additional @ cents for road purposes. 
This, of course, is the rate outside of 
incorporated towns and cities. The 
rate last year was $1.33. The differ- 
ence of about 7 cents this year is ac- 
counted for by the acts of the last Leg- 
islature, which increased the expenses 
of county officers $24,000 and provided 
for primary election expenses of $32,- 
000. Furthermore, the Supervisors 
must take into consideration possi- 
ble loss if yearly revenue of. about 
360.000. the Supreme Court 
maintains the validity of a recent law, 
which aims to prevent the county from 
levying a license tax on saloons doing 
business within municipal i ra- 
tions. And, again, a new jail, if one 
be bullt, is contingent upon the tax 
levy, for the Supervisors are deter- 
mined not to duden the taxpayers 
with any more bonds at this time. 

The tax rate will not be fix how- 
ever, until the third Monday ! this 
month, and, meantime, the board is do- 
ing some comprehensive thinking.

Until 
the figures of the census of 1990 are 
availiable it is hardly safe to make an 
estimate of the present Italian element 
in the United States.

ITAIAAN OVER-POPULATION. 
Italy is a country in which over-pop- 
ulation, excessive taxation and agricul- 


tural oppression produce a natural and 
increasing tendency to emigrate. This 
tende is regarded with leniency by 
Jeading Italian publicisia«. It is a safety 
valve, without which explosion 
would be certain to occur. The emi- 
nent Italian statistician, Sig. Hodio, has 
recently expressed the opinion that it 
would be desirable for some hundreds 
of thousands to emigrate annually. 
While France has a density of popula- 
tien of 72 to the square kilometer, and 
Germany N., Italy has 107. Moreover, 
two-sevenths of the land of Italy is un- 
wctive. The system of land tenure 
Italy also tends to encourage emi- 
gration. In the north of Itaty the pro- 
of land owners is larger than 
the south. For example, in Piedmont 
16 per cent of the inhabitants are own- 
ers, while in the Neapolitan provinc’s 
only 3.48 per cent. own farms.

While the policy has been to build up 
the industry of Northern Italy by tar- 
iffs and by exemption of smal! indus- 
trial ‘incomes, the small agricultural 
incomes are not thus exempted.

education and morals are below those 
of the north: the standard of conrfort 


these people. tween one-half and 
one-third of these south Itajian adults 
cannot read or write. They bring. on 
an average, less than $10 per capita. 
and have hardly more than the pack 
on their back. Indeed, often they are 
in debt for their passage money. The 
proportion of paupers and criminals 
whose migration is assisted or winked 
at by the authorities is considerable. 
STEAMSHIP AGENCIES. 

For the second influence tending to 
produce this large emigration we must 
turn to the great steamship lines and 
the emigration agents. Given the mis- 
ery above noted, the creation of a way 


of escape would inevitably produce an 
exodus. In 1880 Consul nean of 
Naples, noting that the emigration 


from Southern Italy was chiefly to the 
Argentine confederation. advised that 
these emigrants should be attracted to 
our own Southern States to engage in 
agriculture, and he suggested that a 
line of steamships would find it profit- 
able to engage in the traffic. The 
steamships needed such a return cargo 
and they did indeed find it ,profitable. 
In the two decades from 1881 to 1900 
the Italian immigration to the United 
States amounted to 962,000 in round 
numbers. There were recently in Italy 
some 4000 steamship emigration 
agencies, which distribute attractive 
literature and foster emigration. Tick- 
ets have frequently been purchased in 
blocks from agents in this country and 
sent to Italian agents, whereby those 
who were too poor to purchase tickets 
were enabled to emigrate by a modifi- 
— of the former emption sys- 
em. 

Thus by a very low price for steer- 
age passage, often prepaid in this 
country, by an organized system of 
agencies, extending into all the places 
from which emigration was possible. 
and by letters and remittances from 
friends and relatives already in Amer- 
ica, the way was made broad and easy 
for the great Italian exodus. 


AMERICAN DEMAND FOR CHEAP 
LABOR. 

The conditiond in the United States 
during the last two decades have pow- 
erfully influenced the immigration of 
cheap laborers such as the southern 
Italians. The occupation of the free 
lands of the public domain, facilitated 
by the prior immigration, has been fol- 
lowed by a remarkable development of 
industry on a large scale and by a de- 
mand for common labor in vast quan- 
tities. The exploitation of the iron 
mines, the development of iron and 
steel manufacturers to supply the vast 
demands & a prosperous nation and for 
export, the railroad building and the 
municipal public works, have created 
a demand for. cheap, easily-shifted 
common labor. The very alterations of 
crises and sudden prosperity have con- 
tributed to the demand for wage work- 
ers with a lower standard of comfort 
and chiefly without families, who coul! 
be utilized in times 07 industrial activ. 
ity and disarded or transferred to 
other regions in dull times. The ef- 
forts of labor organizations to main- 
tain wages by strikes and combinations 
have also stimulated the efforts of cap- 
ital to re@nforce its labor supply. As 
the United States approached more 
nearly to the economic conditions of an 
old-settied country. and as industria! 
svstematization progressed, economies 
were practiced unlike those of early 
days. The present power of American 
industry 'n the world market has been 
achieved. in part, by cheapening the 
cost of production at the expense of 
the labor population. 

PADRONE SYSTEM. 
‘In response te this demand for a 
ready supply of easily transferred 
cheap labor, the padrone system arose. 
This syst m varied at different periods 
and places, but in general it may be 
defined as a system whereby an agent, 
usually calling himself a banker, sold 
steamship ticke by the . wholesale, 
often in blank, Yo 1 desiring to 
import labor. Italians thus 
brought over ty prepaid tickets worked 
under the direction of the boss, or pa- 
drone, in order to pay off this obliga- 
tion. The padrone or his agent, con- 
tracted for the labor of a mass of these 
immigrants. rented them shanties, fed 
them from his own “pluck-me”™ store, 
received and paid their wages to them, 
minus a liberal commission, received 


deposits of their money. and trans 
mitted it to Italy, and in each opera- 
tien made a personal gain. The ig-

The effects of the Italian immigration 
are far-reaching, and too extensive for 
full presentation within the limits of 
this article: 

(1,.) it is a striking fact that the 
Italian, although recruited from an ag- 
ricultural population, has gone to the 
mining centers and to the great cities, 
the centers of the labor market. They 
are found in large numbers in New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago and New 
Orleans. Besides furnishing a movable 
labor supply there, they have gone into 
the fruit business, and have recruited 
the ranks of street musicians, street 
peddiers, hand-organ men, plaster-cast 
makers, rag pickers, etc. They have 
aggravated the tenement-house prob- 
lem by their congestion in definite 
areas of our great cities. If the Ital- 
lans could be distributed among our 
agricultural regions suited to their ex- 
perience and ability much would be 
gained. 

(2.) They have facilitated the ten- 
dency toward a decline in the w 
and in the standard of comfort of the 
American workman. But, on the other 
hand, as has been seen, they have been 
powerful factors in making possible 
our Budden and tremendous industrial 
development during the past decade. It 
is difficult to see how this could have 
been achieved so rapidly without them 
and similar immigra 

(3.) The contributi of the south 
Italian to American racial character- 
istics are of doubtful value, judged 
from the ethical point of view of the 
stocks that have heretofore made the 
nation. They are quick witted, but 
supple n morals. Centuries of misrule 
have taught them self-preservation by 
deception. The impetuosity and re- 
vengeful spirit of their region will not 
easily te put aside. The Mafia troubles 
of New Orleans iNustrate this difficulty. 
In contrast with the German, Scandi- 
navian and several other peoples, the 
Italians do not bring their priests with 
them. It was not long ago asserted 
that there w 
in the country, and 


that, while in 


Italy there was one priest to every 370 
people. in the United States there was 
only one Italian priest to every 12,000 


Italians. But efforts are now making 
to Institute a change in this respect. 
The contrast betweer the Germans. 
Irish and Scandivanians and the Ital- 
lanes in the matter of newspapers is 
equally striking. And yet it is easy 
to draw too dark a picture of these 
people. At their best they are a light- 
hearted, sunny race, capable of the 
hardest work and endurance, cager to 
better their condition. It must always 
be borne in mind that r worse 


traits are in part due to centuries of 


oppression, and that with freer and 
more favorable conditions in this 
country the nationality may reveal its 
strength. The Italians of the second 
or third generation show an adapta- 
bility to American life which gives 
hope that the movement of assimila- 
tion may not be difficult. From the 
land of music and art and a noble in- 
tellectual heritage America has cer- 
tainly a right to hope for some ulti- 
mate national gains.
